Sur- 
rounded by their royal relatives 
and friends, and weeping, they 
reached their palace, which they 
had quitted only a short time 
before under “such different 
cireumstances.

Tue recently telegraphed announ- 
cement that the Senate had passed 
the Railway Rates Bill with amend- 
mente chiefly providing for the 
ratification of the decisions.of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
by the Law Courts, against which 
President Roosevelt long fought, 
has had the effect of directing ab- 
tention in this part of the world to 
subject which bas been discussed 
in the American papers for many 
weeks past, and the importance of 
waich, perhaps, most of us have 
failed to grasp.

The 
result of the year’s working, although 
not quite so good as the previous one, 
one upon which, I think, the sbare- 
late th ros.

1904-5 was an exceptional one, owing to 
the influx of visitors and retugeos during 
the war. Our expenses on the oth 
hand thie yoar have 
without a corrosponding return. Owing 
to the necessity of suppressing a fow 
rooms, which had become uninbabitable 
in the old building, the management was 
compelled to rent part of anew building 
opposite the hotel, which 
more than $1,800 per aunum, #o that 
our earning capacity has not i 
creased, our rental has become boavier. 
Tho withdrawal of the old discount on 
ills, and the installa- 
tion of electric light aud fans, through- 
‘ont the hotel aro also responsible for 
an excess of fully $1,600 in our 
expenses, while the highs’ pricos of 
coal, higher wages of unstive staff, 
increased premium of insurance and « 
greater extent of advertising wont to 
make up a substantial increase of 
expenditure, Unfortunately tho 
teroal condition of the hotel has 
ry Inrge outlay to keep 
comfortable standing, 
id there seems to be no pros) of 
any remedy therein beyond the re- 
building of the hotel. Theso expenses 
cannot be avoided, having regard to 
the general condition of the hotel. The 
furniture account, you will note, has 
been largely added ‘to during the year 
‘and our manager has been quite justified 
by results in this expenditure, for our 
rooms, to-day, are as good as any in 
town. I might point out that the 
expenses incurred for improvements 
include the ro-painting and ro-decorat- 
ing of the dining room, bar room, and 
the outside of the building. The heavy 
Joss in exchango is caused by the pay- 
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appropri Ny 
76. ‘This loss, 1 regret to say, 
seems likely to occur again this! 
year. Our bad debts account is not, 
excessive, considering the turn-over of 
$160,000 which shows roughly 1} per 
cent ; this, I think you will agree, is 
satisfactory and shows great watchful- 
ness on the part of our manager. 
‘As regards our assets, you will, no 
doubt, have noticed the small amount 
in oash we had in biand on the Sist of 
March. ‘This is accounted for by the 














fact that, firstly, your direotors did not 
doom it advisable to keep a large credit 
balance at the bank earning 2 per cent, 


‘and under the power given to them have 
made short date investments and loans 
to the amount of $9,000, which ssid 
investments are part of the $24,815.30 
‘appearing under the heading of 
sundry debtors.

On Saturday afternoon the 7th 
of April at the Chinese Lugation,

‘The doputa- 
tion included Sir T. Fowell Buxton, 
Bart, G.0.M.G., Sir Andrew Wingate, 
K.C.LE., Mr. Albert Bpicer, M.P., the 
Rev. Dr. J. Monro Gibson, and the Rev. 
Dr, Timothy Richard. Sir T. Fowell 
Buxton, who was introduced to His 
Highness Duke Tsai Tedh by Mr. 
Byron Bronan, ox-Consul-General at 
Shanghai, prosonted an illuminated 
Address feom the Missions, whose sole 
object, he said, was to sock the good 
of China, A translation of the 
Address in oasy Wénli was read 
by tho Ror. George Owen of the 
L. M.8. In the unavoidable absence 
of the Marquis of Northampton, Sir 
Avarew Wingate, on behalf of the 
Bibl uted to each Com 
mit idly bound copies of 
the Imperial edition of the Wénli New 
Testament and the Queen's Jubilee 
edition of the English Bible, Hie 
remarks wore also interpreted by the 
Rev. George Owen. On behalf of 
Dake Taal Thah the following reply in 
English was road by Tso Ping-lung 
First Secretary to the Spocial Mission 
“His Imperial Highnoss aske mo to 
‘say that he has boon glad to receive so 
many gontlomen who have either beon 
in China, or who aro interested in the 
Chinese people, It is a sign that the 
‘ole British nation ia woll disposed 
towards my country, and I oan assure 
you that this good fooling is recipro- 
cated on our side. Ho thanks you 
very much for the kind sentiments you 
have just now expressed.”

They avail themselves of the oppor- 
tunity afforded by your prosonce in 
London to state the reasons why they 
send missionaries to Chins, and to mal 
clear the spirit in which thoir work is 
carried on. They thus approach you 
in the confidence of securing your appre- 
cistion of their motives and aims; and 
in the hope that oa your return to 
China you will exert your powerful 
influence to provent or dissipate those 
misunderstandings which from time to 
time cause anxiety to you and to them. 

The object of their missionaries in 
China is distinct from that of repro- 
sentatives of foreign Governments and 
‘of commercial enterprise. They ba 
nothing to do with the annexation 
territory, the morements of naval and 
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military forces, and the framing of 
international treaties of any description. 
‘Moreover the Societies now sddressing 
you expressly direct their missiona: 
not to interfere with the internal poli 
tics of China, carefully to respect the 
administration of civil law, and not to 
seek the conferment of social status 
for themselves, or extra-territorial privi- 
loge for their converts. 

‘The missionaries have deplored and 
‘opposed all action which has fostered 
the spread of the opium habit, and all 
things which have bown prejudicial to 
the best interests of China. They are 
in hearty sympathy with every move- 
ment thet is. for the good of your 
Empire, Their sole object is to place 
before the Chinese facts respecting 
Him who is the Saviour of the world, 
‘and which God has commanded them 
to make known toall nations. All th 
they aak is a peaceful hearing for their 
teaching, and froedom for your oountry- 
men to accept it, if convinced of its 
trath, They ha 
people into professing Chi 
in any way to violate the freedom of 
the individual ; they sock only to 
persuade, and 
entirely pacific and friendly. 

Tho sinoore disciples of Christ in 
Chins—and you will discriminate be- 
tween sincere and  insin« 
proved thomeolves worthy 
abiding citizens, for the Christian re- 
ligion teaches them to be subject to 
their rulers, and to honour all men, 

‘The Missionary Societies raisod 
large sums of money, voluntarily and 
gladly given by Christian people of this 
country, and have spent them in China 
for the relief of famine, the founding of 
dispensaries and hospitals, the main- 
tenance of schools and ‘colleges of 
modern learning, the erection of re- 
ligious buildings, and 
‘and dissomination of the most helpful 
litoraturo of the Went, especially of the 
Holy Bible, to which Eng’and owes 
what; ia/qroat and good in ite national 
life.

BUDGET. 


MR. ASQUITH’S SPEECH. 


London, 30th April. 
Chancellor of the Exchequer Asquith 


| presented the frst budget of the new 


Liberal administration to the House;of 
Commons to-day, showing that 
stoadily growing’ prosperity of the 
‘country in 1905 has continued in the 
first quarter of 1906. 

Mr. Asquith called attention to the 

progressive diminution of the yield of 

duties on alcoholic liquors, ‘The 
change, he added, had apparently affect- 
| classos of society, and-would be 
hailed with pleasure by aocial reformers. 
But he doubted whether it was safe to 
base thereon any wide generalisation ax 
to « vast change in social habits. 

Mr. Asquith estimated the expendi- 
ture for 1906.07 at $708,930,000 and the 
revenue at $724,300,000. There would 
bo, therefore, an estimated surplus of 
$16,370,000. 

The Chanoellor thon surveyed the 
general financial position, referring 
expecially to the growth of the nation 
indebtedness to the hugo total of 
$3,944,960,000, and dwelling on the 
gigantic sums devoted to the navy and 
army. 

He said he believed that whon he 
introduced the budget for 1907 he would 
be able, without any material weakening 
of the efficiency of the national services, 
to effect « substantial saving. 

Ho purposed at the 
moment to discontin 
carrying out naval and mi 
on borrowed money. 

The floating debt now stood at the 
serious total of $278,760.00, and it 
‘was 8 source of the greatest disquietude 
because it seriously hampered tho 
countcy’s borrowing powers should a 
sudden omergency aris 

After announcing various measures 
for the reduction of this debt, Mr. 
Asquith he did not purpose to 

income tax, but the time 
had arrived for an enquiry into 
practicability of a graduated tax, and a 
strong select committee would be ap- 
pointed to report on the question. 

‘Mr, Asquith then announced that the 
balance of the surplus would bo applied 
to a complete repeal of the export duty 
on coal, absorbing $5,000,000 ; « reduc- 
tion of' 2 centa in the tea duty from 
Ist July absorbing another $4,600,000, 
and taking 5 cents off stripped tobacco, 
g the duty thereon 76 cents. 
This, he said, would be retrospective 
81st of March and cause no ap- 
preciable loss of revenue.

OPIUM TRAFFIC. 
Ist June. 


No-one who reads the telegram 
we publish this morning on this 
subject can fail to be gratified 
at the apparently unselish and 
philanthrophic declaration of the 

eretary for India in advocat- 
ing, even nb a sacrifice, legislation 
having for object a checking of the 
curse of opium smoking in China 
Tho declaration will meet witl 
the approbation of all Europeans 
in this country with the exception 
of the smali minority direct ly in 
terested in the traffic, At the same 
time we dare not disguise from 
ourselves the enormous practical 
difficulties in the way of woy re- 
form ; they are as great as those in 
the way of dealing with the alcoholic 
question in Great Britain. For our 
own part we should 
happy to see the Chinese Govern. 
ment reciprocating honestly in 
any measures that may result 
from this declaration of the British 
Government hacking up a majority 
in tho House of mmons, 
There is, no dovbt, an honest 

ity in China’ sincerely de- 
sirous of extinguishing the  loca- 
cultivation of the — poppy as 
well as the importation of 
opium, These two mensures must 
Proceed pari passu and it will 
Fequire an enormous determination 
and sustained effort on the part of 
all the officials concerned to put x 
stop to the consumption of this 
pernicious drug, Seeing the diffi. 
culty of dealing with alcohol at 
home we are uot at all sanguine of 
any practical result being reached 
anu public opinion in China 
much stronger against the 
of opium than it is to-day. 

The most serious nepect of the 
question from the British point of 
view is the effect a restriction of 
the traffic would have on the re- 
venue of the Indian Government 
derived from the export of the 
drug. This revenue is, however, 
already lessening in inverse ratio 
to the production of native opium 
in China, otuaeely the Indian! 
budget shows surplus and Indian 
finanoes are in a more healthy 
condition than they have been for 
many years pas}, so that any eacri- 
fice necessary could beborne without 
largely incceasing the burdens of 
the Indian people.
